D., where Campbell had been em-
ployed on the section. He immedi-
ately came to Alliance, arriving here
on ‘No. 42 Tuesday morning and
ecame to Chief Jeffers. Approaching
the chief, Campbell said:

“I'm in trouble,”

“What seems to be your trouble,”
asked the chief.

“I've been shot,"” Campbell whin-

d.

“Where did you come from?"

“Orilla."

“When did you leave there?"

“In & hurry."”

Campbell would not say where he
caught No. 42, whether at Orilla or
a station this side.

“How did you get shot?" asked
Chief Jeffers.

“Another man thought I was fool-
ing with his wife and did me up.”

“Were you fooling with his wife?"”

“Well, you gee 1 was out there and
thers was no place to go and I had
to do something,” pleaded the vie-

“Did he catch you in a delleate sit-
uation?”

“No, sir, he was just terribly sus-
plcious.I was down near the station.
He took five shots at me and missed
me every time ’cept the last time.

“Where did he hit you."

The colored gentleman’s answer
has been deleted by the censor, but
it must be said of him as was sald of
the soldier, he did not die retreating.
